THE KNOX PEACE HOAX 


‘‘If Senator Knox 
still 
expects to 
bring about a separate 
peace 
with 
Germany in the 
near 
future,” says) 
Mark Sullivan, writing from Washing­ 
ton to the New York Evening Post, 
“he most certainly does speak for him-! 
self alone.” 
Mr. Sullivan 
continues: 
‘^The project 
for a separate 
peace 
with Germany is not likely to take on ; 
any vitality, certainly not for a con­ 
siderable time and not until several; 
other things have happened and som e1 
other things have 
been 
attempted, j 
For this likelihood, 
while 
there are 
several reasons , no better reason need 
be given than, in the words of a friend 
of the administration, 
‘the 
present 
psychology is not favorable to it.’ ” 
All this is as plain to 
tile 
general 
public as it is to Mr. Sullivan. 
The 
Krtox resolution for a separate peace 
will not be passed at this time. It will 
not even be brought up. 
The admin­ 
istration is not 
thinking 
about the 
Knox resolution and 
it hopes that 
the public will not think about it. 
It 
wants the public to forget the Knox 
resolution and the project for sepa­ 
rate peace with Germany. 
The public, however, does not find 
it so easy to forget. 
The republicans 
were so emphatic about this matter 
during the campaign, they referred to 
it so often, they laid such stress upon 
it, they reiterated so many times that 
they would pass the Knox resolution 
for separate peace as soon as they got 
into office, they criticised the Wilson 
administration so 
violently 
for “ob­ 
structing” the return of peace that the 
public is simply unable to wipe these 
things out of its memory. 
In fact, a 
large part of the public 
still 
recalls 
that Mr. Harding himself in bis ac­ 
ceptance address 
used these words: 
“I do promise you birma I and effec­ 
tive peace as quickly as a republican 
congress can pass its declaration for a 
republican executive to sign.” 
We are not criticizing the adminis­ 
tration because it is not carrying out 
that promise and has consigned the 
Knox resolution to a sealed pigeon­ 
hole. 
On the contrary, in so doing it 
is doing the right thing. 
Passage of 
the Knox resolution would be an act of 
folly. 
But Mr. Sullivan’s analysis of 
the present 
status of the 
resolution 
provides a proper occasion for reflec­ 
tion on the way millions of American 
voters allowed themselves to be bam­ 
boozled during the campaign. 
The 
responsible republican leaders never 
intended to pass the Knox resolution. 
They knew all the time that such a 
step would be impracticable. 
Their 
whole hullabaloo 
over 
the separate 
peace proposition was just a political 
maneuver. 
There were plenty of peo­ 
ple who saw through it from the start, 
but unfortunately they could not make 
themselves heard.

MAKES NEW RECORD IN 


LEAP WITH PARACHUTE 


Champaign. 
Ilk. 
March 24.—A 
new record 
for 
a parachute leap 
svris established 
yesterday 
when 
Lieut. Arthur G. Hamilton dropped 
24,400 tpfo 14 3-5 miles} from an 
airplane at Chanute Field. He made 
the scent 
in a De 
Haviland B-4 
plane piloted bv Lieut. Harry W ed-. 
ding!on and descended in a regu-1 
lotion parachute. 
He slept during 
the hour and twenty-six minutes r e ­ 
quired to make the ascent, but kept 
much awake during tho drop. 
“It was just like any other leap.” 
was Lieut. Hamilton's 
only 
com­ 
ment after establishing the record. 
Special arrangements were made 
for the feat. 
The plane and motor 
were tuned up by the best experts 
at the 
field. 
Lieut. 
Weddington 
was dressed for an altitude flight, 
but Lieut. Hamilton wore only the 
regulation outfit. 
Tie occupied the 
rear cockpit. 
He was wrapped in 
blankets and the cockpit was cover­ 
ed w’ith a canvass. A wire from the 
canvass 
to 
Lieut. 
W eddington’s 
seat was used by the pilot to re­ 
lease the covering. 
The rush of 
cold air advoke Lieut. Hamilton. 
who stepped upon a platform at the 
side of the cockpit and W’hen the 
plane was in proper position leaped 
off into space. 
The parachute op­ 
e n e d perfectly. 
Lieut. Hamilton 
landed 
seven 
miles northeast of Chanute Field. 
There was little 
wind 
when he 
jumped from the plane, but at an 
altitude of 18.000 feet a strong cur­ 
rent engulfed his parachute and 
carried him along. He said this cur­ 
rent was no different from that en­ 
countered iii previous parachute de­ 
scents. He declared there were no 
peculiar sensations at any time dur­ 
ing the descent. 
Another airplane was sent up af­ 
ter the big De Haviland began the 
flight. 
It followed Lieut. Hamilton 
during his descent and carried him 
hack to Chanute Field. 
It is declared at the field that the 
record will stand as official. . Be­ 
fore the flight was attempted tho 
barograph was set at zero and seal­ 
ed by Lieut. 
J. 
L. Stronime and 
Lieut. IL A. 
Shovlin. 
They

send it to 
Washington to he registered.
